Replacing water main in West 
Bethel, a major water district pro- 
fect. this year was completed on 
“May 6. A one inch plastic line was 
xeplaced with eight inch ductile 
iron pipe. By replacing a line 
which cronically leaked, daily wa- 
ter flow Has dropped from 1,000 
‘qubic feet per day to 8-900 cubic 
feet per day which in turh reduces 
‘electricity costs for pumping. The 
water pressure in the area served 
has increased from approximately 
2Bpsi to 35-40 psi. Costs for this 
project were $8,800; the installa- 
tion and procurement of pipe were 
done after competitive bids had 
een submitted. :

engaged in the biannual hydrant 


flushing program. This is done to 
flush debris from the maing and 
to. check thé operating condition 
ofthe hydrants.

Since March we have 
had flowering bushes for the wil- 
lows began to turn yellow with 
pollen, however, many of these 
early tree blossoms haven't look- 
ed like flowers.

The marginal flowers of 
these flat topped clusters, like 
those of the hydrangea, are much 
larger than the inner ones, and are 
usually without either stamens or 
pistils, their only part in the econ- 
omy of the shrub being to form 
an attractive setting for the clus- 
ter, and thus allure the insect vis- 
itors that are usually so necessary 
to the future well-being of the spe- 
cies. ~ ; 

When I walked the quiet, sha- 
dow-dappled woodland one day, the 
leaf canopy was deep green, fresh 
‘and glowing for time and heat 
have not vet drained their beauty. 

Woodland lives told of their pre- 
sence with small rustlings among 
the dense shrubs. But not so qui- 
et, the rose breasted grosbeak, but 
he called over and over for a 
mate. 

Ferns and flowers offered their 
beauty; the sweet violets, wild 
‘oats, wake-robins, and something 


singularly fragile nodding from the 


rocky ledges where they thrive 
best, the Dutchman’s Breeches. 

Also, ‘‘—Within the woods/Whose 
young and half transparent leaves 
searse cast/A shade, gay circles of 
Anemones / Danced on _ their 
sbalks.”—Bryant. 

And peeping at me from the fea- 
thery foliage of the spring woods, 
Whittier wrote — “wind-flowers 
sway/Against the throbbing heart 
of May.” 

With the spring flowers, moun- 
ttains to which I could lift my eyes 
from time ito time, a peaceful 
grove ‘and a woodland brook; what 
more could I ask? 

I came home after a visit to the 
ledges, to the farm field, and be- 
neath the apple trees, A short time 
ago an apple tree was just a tree.

A native of Illinois, Dr. Brad- 
’ ford received his A.B., M.A., and 
Ph.D, degrees from the Univérsity 
.of Illinois, While a doctoral student 
be became. State Director of Ad- 
ult Education for the WPA in Il- 
inois. During World War II he was 
Chief of Training for the U. S. Im- 
mignation and Naturalization Ser- 
vice, and he later held the same 
post at the Federal Security Agen- 
ey, In 1945 he was selected by the 
National Education Association to 
be the first Executive Secretary of 
their new Division, of Adult Educa- 
tion Services. In this role he was 
one of the leaders. in the field of 
- adult education, serving as Secre- 
tary (1959-1962) of the Internation- 
al Committee on Adult Education 
of the World Confederation of Or- 
ganizations of the Teaching Pro- 
fession (WCOTP) and as an Am- 
erican Delegate to a number of 
postwar international conferences. 

As Director of NTL Institute for 
25 years, he built that organiza- 
tion into the leading professional 
institute in the use of experience- 
based group methods, putting to- 
gether an adjunct staff of more 
than 350 leading behavioral scien- 
tists in the U. S. and abroad. 
While Director, he co-edited the 
definitive work in the field, ‘T- 
Group Theory and Laboratory 
Method: Innovation in Re-Educa- 
tion”? (1964). After his retirement 
from NTL in 1972, he launched a 
new career studying the problems 
of retirement. This led to a book 
written with his wife, Martha, en- 
tilled “Retirement: Coping with 
Emotional Upheavals’? (1979), as 
well as articles in the “Harvard 
Business Review” and other peri- 

During his career Dr. Bradford 
authored or editerl six books and 
more fhan 150 articles. In addi- 

‘tion to receiving awards from 
_many organizations, he wags grant- 
ed honorary degrees of Doctor of 
Humanities from both Boston Uni- 
versity and Lesley College, and 
- Doctor of Laws from the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, His .biogtaphy 
was listed in ‘‘Who’s Who in the 
World”, ‘‘Who’s Who in America,” 
“American Men and Women of 
Science’”’ and many other such 
listings..He was a dire¢t descen- 
dent of William Bradford, second 
Governor of the Plymouth Colony,
